To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alnwick  Urban  District  Council 


I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1956. 

There  was  a drop  of  10  in  the  estimated  population  for  1956,  and  also 
a drop  of  7 in  the  total  live  births.  Nevertheless,  there  was  a natural 
increase  in  population  as  the  live  births  exceeded  deaths  by  37,  so  that 
this  fall  in  the  estimated  population  is  not  due  to  a falling  birth  rate, 
which  is  still  above  the  National  Average,  18.74  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
compared  with  the  National  Rate  of  15. 

The  number  of  stillbirths  also  fell  giving  a rate  of  21.42  against  the 
National  Rate  of  23.2  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths. 

The  infant  death  rate  rose  a little  to  21.89  per  1,000  live  births, 
but  is  still  below  the  National  Rate  of  24.9. 


There  was  a decided  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths,  and  this  was  due, 
largely,  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  which  v/ent  up 
from  26  in  1955  to  5 A-  in  1956,  and  was  54A>  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  accounted 
for  13/6  of  deaths  compared  with  16,j  of  deaths  in  1955.  No  death  from  lung 
cancer  or  tuberculosis  was  recorded. 

Measles  has  a habit  of  appearing  biennially,  and  this  year  was  a quiet 
one  as  demonstrated  by  the  low  number  of  notifications  received:  only  2 of 

measles  compared  with  209  during  the  previous  year.  Acute  poliomyelitis 
continues  to  occur  spasmodically  in  the  area,  with  no  evidence  to  indicate 
source  of  infection. 

The  programme  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  started  in 
May  19 56>,  and  children  born  in  November  in  each  year  1947-54,  plus  those  born 
in  March  in  the  years  1951-5A-  were  eligible.  There  y/as  some  hesitancy  on 
the  part  of  parents,  to  take  advantage  of  the  offer,  but  a total  of  41 
children  were  vaccinated.  Follov/ing  the  vaccination  of  those  children  there 
was  an  increased  demand  for  registration,  and  many  of  the  parents  appeared 
to  have  been  waiting  to  ascertain  if  ary  ill  effects  were  produced  by  the 
vaccine.  Complete  absence  of  local  or  general  re-action  appeared  to  give 
the  parents  faith  and  confidence  in  the  n ew  vaccine. 

Tribute  must  be  paid  to  tie  local  Press  for  the  help)  they  gave  me  in 
publicising  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Campaign,  and  for  keepaing  the 
public  fully  informed.  My  thanks  must  also  go  to  the  General  Practitioners 
for  their  co-operation. 

'Pith  the  commencement  of  the  new  St.  James’  housing  estate  it  was 
possible  to  make  a start  in  slum  clearance.  The  majority  of  the  nev;  houses 
had  been  built  on  the  outskirts  of  the  tov*m,  and  as  the  Council  decided  to 
start  building  in  tov/ards  the  centre,  measures  v/ere  taken  to  deal  with  the 
bad  property  in  the  Green  Batt  area,  and  the  area  was  scheduled  for 
redevelopnent . It  v/as  felt  that  it  was  a v/ise  policy  to  concentrate  on 
large  areas  v/hich  could  be  cleared,  and  not  to  deal  v/ith  individual  properties 
unless  they  necessitated  urgent  action. 

Again  I wish  to  thank  the  chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Water 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  help)  throughout  the  year,  and  also  the 
Clerk  and  Surveyor/Public  Health  Inspector  for  their  kindness  and.  co-operation.

Y/ATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  without  any  real 
shortage,  but  only  by  pumping  to  full  capacity  on  occasions.  Increased 
industrial  consumption  necessitated  more  water  being  transferred  from  the 
High  Supply  reservoir  to  the  Low  Supply  reservoir  to  meet  the  additional 
requirements  on  this  service.  This  was  done  without  serious  detriment 
to  the  requirements  of  the  High  Service . 

The  Senna  Wells  Scheme  was  finally  abandoned  in  favour  of  the 
Northumberland  County  Council  Water  Scheme  whereby  35^,000  gallons  will 
be  provided  daily  by  the  year  1961. 

In  view  of  future  development,  i.e.  new  schools,  new  housing  estates, 
and  the  industrial  area,  it  may  be  necessary  to  devise  some  scheme  whereby 
more  water  can  be  made  available  until  the  County  Scheme  is  operating. 

Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  of  the  three  main  sources  of 
supply,  also  private  supplies  to  isolated  dwellings  on  the  Alnwick  Moor. 
The  results  of  two  of  the  Low  Supply  samples,  showed  heavy  counts  of 
coliform  bacilli.  Both  samples  were  taken  on  the  same  day,  after  several 
days  of  continuous  heavy  rainfall,  and  a further  check  showed  that  the 
chlorination  plant  was  defective.  All  the  remaining  samples  were 
satisfactory.

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HOUSING 


During  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  the  new  3t»  James'  Housing 
Estate , wherein  6k-  houses  are  to  he  "built  for  the  local  authority  under 
contract.  These  houses  will  comprise  22  three  bedroom  type,  34  two 
bedroom  type  and  8 Aged  Persons  Bungalows.  The  first  block  of  houses 
will  be  ready  for  occupation  early  in  the  new  year. 

An  inspection  was  carried  out  of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the 
proposed  Green  Batt  - Bondgate  Redevelopment  Area,  After  initial 
inspections  it  was  decided  to  serve  notice  of  "time  and  place"  on  each 
of  the  owners  with  a view  to  making  individual  demolition  orders  on  the 
property.  There  are  39  houses  in  the  area,  5 of  which  are  unoccupied, 
and  39  families  residing  therein.

(iii)  Mood  Hygiene  Regulations  1955 

Immediately  after  these  regulations  came  into  operation  a letter  was 
sent  to  the  occupier  of  every  "food  business"  in  the  district,  along  with 
a booklet  "Your  Guide  to  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  1955"  and-  a poster 
"Pood  Hygiene  - notice  to  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food,"  with 
a request  that  the  poster  be  displayed  in  a prominent  position  on  the 
premises  where  it  could  be  seen  and  read  by  all  members  of  the  staff. 

It  was  further  stated  that  an  inspection  of  the  premises  would  be  made 
in  due  course,  but  if  any  v/orks  were  to  be  carried  out  immediately  and 
there  was  any  doubt  as  to  whether  such  would  satisfy  the  regulations  it 
v/as  suggested  that  the  Public  Health  Inspector  be  contacted  without  delay. 

It  is  rather  distressing  to  note  that  not  one  occupier  deemed  it 
necessary  to  seek  any  advice  on  the  new  regulations.  During  the  actual 
inspections  however,  it  was  found  that  the  traders  were  at  least  making 
some  effort  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

It  is  regretted  that  time  did  not  permit  an  inspection  of  every 
"food  business"  in  the  district  during  the  year  - 77  inspections  actually 
being  carried  out.  Where  necessary  letters  were  sent  to  occupiers 
drawing  their  attention  to  any  contraventions  or  deficiencies  of  the 
regulations . 

As  in  the  past  special  attention  was  directed  to  cafes,  snack  bars, 
butchers'  and  bakers'  establishments  as  the  type  of  food  sold  is  susceptible 
to  food  poisoning  organisms. 

There  is  no  clean  food  guild  in  operation  and  the  number  of  personel 
in  the  "food  businesses"  are  such  that  I am  of  the  opinion  that  personal 
contact  with  food  handlers,  giving  advice  where  necessary,  whilst  actually 
carrying  out  their  v/ork,  is  of  more  importance  than  giving  lectures  to 
classes  on  food  hygiene „

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( v)  Slaughterhouses 

The  municipal-owned  slaughterhouse  is  let  on  a fixed  rental  to  all 
local  butchers  who  require  slaughtering  facilities. 

There  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 

In  the  White  Paper  on  slaughterhouse  policy  presented  to  Parliament, 
it  was  stated  that  minimum  standards  are  to  he  prescribed  for  the 
construction,  lay-out  and  equipment  of  slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  the  handling  and  slaughtering  of  animals  in  a humane  manner; 
hygiene  conditions  for  the  handling  of  carcases  and  offal;  adequate 
facilities  for  the  efficient  inspection  of  animals  and  meat;  and 
satisfactory  working  conditions  and  welfare  facilities  for  persons  working 
in  slaughterhouses . 

Although  legislation  has  not  yet  been  made  it  is  obvious  that  our 
slaughterhouse  will  fall  far  short  of  requirements,  and  cannot  be  brought 
up  to  modern  standards. 

On  account  of  its  siting  and  our  future  building  programme  there  is 
an  urgent  need  for  a slaughterhouse  to  be  built,  preferably  on  the 
proposed  industrial  site. 

Condemned  carcase  meat  and  offal  is  collected  from  the  slaughterhouse 
by  a Tyneside  firm  of  by-products,  where  it  is  sterilised  and  converted 
into  fertiliser  and  animal  feeding  stuffs.  All  condemned  meat  and  offal 
is  dyed  green  before  collection. 

25  licences  were  issued  to  slaughtermen  during  the  year  under  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1933,  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Amendment) 

Act  1954. 

Of  the  carcases  inspected  throughout  the  year  18 5 were  from  emergency 
slaughtered  animals.

Total  weight  of  food  stuffs  condemned:  1.5  tons. 

With  reference  to  the  condemnation  of  the  100  stems  of  bananas, 
it  was  found  that  these  had  been  exposed  to  severe  frost  in  a railway 
siding  and  by  the  time  they  arrived  at  the  warehouse  of  the  wholesale 
fruiterer  they  were  totally  unfit  for  ripening.  Only  a small  proportion 
of  this  consignment  v/as  actually  salvaged. 

REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE 

Refuse  continues  to  be  collected  weekly  from  all  houses  in  the 
district  other  than  a few  isolated  dwellings  on  Alnwick  Moor.  Two 
Bedford  vehicles  are  employed. 

The  total  number  of  traders  contributing  to  the  " trade  refuse  scheme" 
is  42  and  a total  sum  of  £52.  10s.  was  collected  during  the  year. 

All  refuse  is  tipped  at  the  East  Gawledge  Park  site,  using  the 
controlled  method  of  tipping. 

No  salvage  is  collected  and  all  waste  paper  is  burnt  at  the  tip. 

No  record  is  kept  of  weights  of  refuse  collected.
